TIRPITZ’S DOWNFALL

Germans Will Continue to At¬

K1 Faso. March. 20.—A clash betwien

The Carransa troop* am advancing 
from Namlqulpa, 40 miles from Ban 
Miguel Habrlcora, 20 miles east from FI 
Valle, where Villa was reported yes¬ 
terday. As the bandit Is traveling 
south, a few hours should decide 
whether he can evade the tr *ops of 
General Carransa or be forced either 
Into fighting them or boubllng on his 
tracks. 

New Agreement. 

Washington, March 20.—EJieno Ar- 
- redondo, General Carransa’s ambassa¬ 
dor. and Acting Secretary of State 
Polk to-day discussed terms of a new 
agreement for a Joint pursuit of Villa 
by American and Mexican troops to 
replace the present agreement by which 
General Carransa r.gree# to the Ameri¬ 
can punitive expedition.

Berlin. March 28.—"The resignation 
of Grand Admiral von Tlrpltx Is to be 
regarded less in the light of Its bearing 
on tha submarine campaign than as an 
affair of International politics.

used, but the question of the homo- 
xenalty of the German government Is 
involved in the resignation of the 
powerful statesman, who for almost 20 
years has ruled the German navy de¬ 
partment with an autpci^tlc sway." 

This statement by a careful, well- 
posted observer of German politics re¬ 
garding the cause* and results of the 
retirement of Admiral von Tlrpltx is 
borne out by the turn which the con¬ 
troversy over his withdrawal is now 
taking. 

Nik ('hangs. 

The parliamentary opposition makes 
more certain than ever what the repre¬ 
sentative of the Associated Pres# was 
able to state from the must authorita¬ 
tive source the day Admiral von Tfr- 
pits retired, that a change In tbs minis¬ 
try will not Involve any abandonment 
or modi ft rat ton of the submarine cam¬ 
paign against commerce—neither a 
weakening nor a declaration changing 
the regular submarine campaign under 
whfrh all ships neutral or enemy ply- 
li.g to and from the British Isles would 
be subject to attadk. 

This Idea of an unlimited torpedo 
campaign, for which Count von Re- 
and ot hers have been contend¬ 
ing for weeks, was being used. It Is 
declared, to weaken the Imperial chan¬ 
cellor’s influence and prestige. The 
chancellor and Herr von Jagow, the 
foreign minister, at the ultimate 
moment met the campaign with a bold 
| decisive gesture, which forced a choice 
[tietween themselves and the opposition 
faction, and apparently restored 
homogeneity In the government.

Paris, March 20.—Luigi Suxxalti. 
member of the Italian Chamber of 
Deputies, and formerly Italian minister 
of finance, writes: 

An International parliamentary con¬ 
ference on commerce between the allies' 
will be held In Paris next month. On 
this occasion all the entente nations 
must do their utmost to establish a 
monetary peace among themselves. 
Such a measure can be attained in the j 
following way: 

While respecting the absolute auto- | 
nomy of the different treasuries and Id- I 
suing banks, the nations must facili¬ 
tate monetary circulation to provide 
for loans of gold and draw a common 
chequ* to simplify the liquidation of 
the war Indebtedness of Britain. 
France, Italy. Russia. Serbia and Bel¬ 
gium, each country to be represented 
in a special monetary chamber estab¬ 
lished for the purpoee. 

Neutrals Benefit ting. 

It Is deplorable that .Urn smite have 
not been able to fight speculation on 
the money exchanges, where the neu¬ 
tral nations are beneflttlng moot at 
present. Greet co-operative stores 
have killed illegitimate speculation In 
foodstuffs to benefit the working 
irlasees. In the same way treasuries 
and issuing banks could kill exchange 
speculation by introducing flexible 
monetary Instruments. 

Borrowing and lending states, of 
course, there must still be, but with a 
monetary alliance between the entente 
powers their national loans would be¬ 
come real successes If the ■ exchange 
question were settled. 

Europe's waste, owing to the present 
conditions of money exchange. Is enor¬ 
mous. Bankers rtaturally would raise 
all kinds of objections, but this vital 
rtform could ho carried out If goodwill 
acre shown. After a half century of 
political life, I have a right not to be 
(teastmistlc about the conclusion of a 
monetary alliance following the mili¬ 
tary and political alliances concluded 
recently among the entente powers. 


ENTENTE WILL GIVE 
GREECE NOTHING FOR 
' HER ASSISTANCE NOW

Berlin Statement 

Berlin. March 18.—The” following 
official statement was issued last 
night: 

"The expected Russian attacks on 
the front of Dreswtaty Lake and Po4- 
tavy and on both sides of Lake Nr rot- 
che began with the greatest violence 
but the enemy was repulsed every¬ 
where with extraordinarily heavy 
losses. Before our positions on both 
sides of Lake Karotcha we counted 
8.876 dead Russians. Our losses were 
very small.** 

Attacks Continue. 

Berlin. March 26 —It Is stated In the 
official report issued to-day that the 
violent attacks of the Russians in the 
lake region on the northern part of 
the Eastern front were continued. Ths 
Russian* charged repeatedly with 
strong forces, but were beaten back 
with large I usee*.

London, March 28.—Oen. von Biasing, 
German governor general of Belgium, 
according to a Brussel# telegram, has 
addressed a letter to Cardinal Mercler 
regarding the latter's Lenten pastoral, 
to which allusion already has been 
made In dispatches, says a dispatch 
from Reuter's Amsterdam correspond¬ 
ent. The German general's .letter Is as 
follows: 

'There can, of course, be no doubt 
that I never prevent your eminence 
from communicating to your ftock 
what ever the holy fattier wishes them to 
know through you, hut besides this, 
your eminence Is pastoral Piters tn-' 
dulges In political statements against 
which I decidedly protest. It Is quite 
inexcusable that your eminence should 
raise unjustified, hopes regarding the 
Issue of the war. Thus, for Instance, 
your eminence has mentioned Inaccur¬ 
ate utterances of persons Who are not 
in touch with the events and wheacer¬ 
tainly cannot-be called experts.”You 
speak of the possibility that a decision 
such as you desire could be expected 
b) the spreading of diseases. By such 
arbitrariness you cause among a cre¬ 
dulous population noxious excitement 
and Induce them to oppose the admin¬ 
istration work of those who are in oc¬ 
cupation of the country. 

A Menace. 

“Especially InadmlHiable in the pas¬ 
toral letter Is a hint at menace to the 
religious liberty of the people of the 
occupied territory. Your eminence 
knows t»cst how completely unjustified 
Is this suspicion. 

"In these circumstances. I shall 
henceforth sternly prosecute any politi¬ 
cal activity and any stirring up of hos¬ 
tile sentiment against the authority of 
the occupying power, which authority 
i« legitimate according to international 
law. 

“If hitherto I submitted offence# of 
the clergy to your eminence for pun¬ 
ishment. I must now desist from this 
procedure, because your eminence sets 
an example of insubordination and. 
therefore, no success can be expected 
from your intervention. 

“Your eminence will reply one* more 
that I misunderstood Individual pass¬ 
ages of the pastoral letter. As such s 
controversy Is wholly fruitless l have 
no Intention of re-dpenlng R. More¬ 
over 1 am firmly resolved no more to 
allow your eminence to abuse the high 
office by political agitation far which 
ordinary dtlsens would be railed to ac¬ 
count I warn your eminence Co desist 
from political activity.**

Will be located tn 
extensions of the building on ths 
northeast and northwest. They will b* 
lighted and ventilated directly from 
without and from the standpoint of 
convenience and health should be a 
great Improvement on the destroyed 
chambers. The gallery arrangement in 
the House of Commons, It la stated. wlU 
conform to the plan of the British 
House of Commons, galleries being 
placed only at the two ends of ths 
chamber. 

More Detailed Plans. 

After the preliminary plans have 
been discussed and approved, more de¬ 
tailed plana will be prepared. Then 
either a contract will be let by tender 
or Peter Lyall A Hon. who have been 
clearing up the debris of the old build¬ 
ing on a basts of 10 per cent, profit, will 
go ahead with the construction of ths 
new building on the same basis. 

The space formerly occupied by ths 
House of Commons and Senate cham¬ 
bers wltl be converted into rooms for 
the accommodation of members and 
officials of tbe House.
